The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest 

a) A conditional clock buffer circuit having a third circuit coupled to the first node and to 
the clock output, the third circuit configured to generate a third state on the clock output 
responsive to the first state on the first node and configured to generate a fourth state on the 
clock output responsive to the second state on the first node, as called for in claim 21; 

b) A clock tree having a third circuit coupled to the first node and to the clock output, the 
third circuit configured to generate a third state on the clock output responsive to the first state 
on the first node and configured to generate a fourth state on the clock output responsive to the 
second state on the first node, as called for in claim 35; and 

c) A computer accessible medium including a conditional clock buffer circuit having a 
third circuit coupled to the first node and to the clock output, the third circuit configured to 
generate a third state on the clock output responsive to the first state on the first node and 
configured to generate a fourth state on the clock output responsive to the second state on the 
first node, as called for in claim 42.
